Health & Welfare subcommittee, but we 
found no duplication of services in that no 
two agencies were found regularly per- 
forming the same services for the same 
individuals," Scott said. 


The subcommittee 
will, however, 


recommend to the full committee on Aug. 
27 that all social welfare 
functions 


currently handled by the TYC be con- 
solidated and performed by the DPW. 


That recommendation will become a 


recommendation of the whole committee 
to the legislature only if approved by a full 
committee vote.

When, on television crime shows, the 


cops refer to somebody "running num- 
bers" or "playing the numbers," what are 
they talking about? 


The numbers game is thought to be the 


most popular and widespread form of a 
lottery in the United States. It is also 
illegal. 


It is especially popular among lower 


income groups because as little as a dime 
or less may be bet, and anyone can set up a 
numbers game. 


Basically, the player selects any three- 


digit number he wants, from 001 to 999. The 
winning number each day is one that the 
promoter has absolutely no control over — 
it may be a stock quotation printed in the 
paper, or the results of a bridge game 
reported in the papers, pari-mutual 
payoffs at the race track, or anything 
uncontrolled which is reported with 
numerals in a publication. 


As usually played, the player who 


selects the winning number is paid off at 
540 to one; the "runner," or the guy who 
takes the bet from the player to the guy 
running the game, gets 60 units (meaning 
60 cents on a winning penny bet or $60 on a 
winning $1 bet). 


As can be expected, the odds for the 


player aren't good — about 998 to one 
against winning. The profit margin for the 
promoter is about 40 per cent. 


The obvious inducement for the player is 


that a dime risk could yield him $54 in 
untaxed (and illegal) income. 


According to the encyclopedia Britan- 


nica, an estimated $3 billion is bet on the 
numbers annually in the United States.

Offenders to leave I Bottoms roadnot .*_ plans 


State Home here

AUSTIN — Texas Youth 


Council officials said Thvirfday 
that status offenders (truants 
and runaways) will be relocated 
from 
the 
Corsicana 
Home 


because of the 
"disruptive 


impact" they have had on the 
community. 


"In Corsicana, many citizens 


of that community have ex- 
pressed their displeasure with 
the placement of (status of- 
fenders) at the State Home," 
TYC Executive Director Ron 
Jackson said in his report to 
examiners at the agency's 
budget hearing. 


Truants and runaways who 


have violated probation are 
classified as status offenders, or 
"Children in Need of Super- 
vision" (CHINS) by the TYC. 
Jackson said the youths need to 
be relocated. 


"THEY'RE 
SENDING 
us 


delinquents under the guise of 
being CHINS," Jackson told 
budget examiners. Other TYC 
officials said many of the 
CHINS are white, about half are 
female and judges are reluctant 
to commit them to institutions 
as they 
do other 
problem 


juveniles. 


"They've 
caused 
us 
un- 


mitigated hell. They've literally 
torn 
up 
our 
institutions," 


Jackson said. "In Corsicana, 
they won't even 
let them 


(CHINS) go to church in town 
any more. 


"The 
independent 
school 


district is having a very difficult 
time," he added. 


What the TYC proposed to do 


about the problem is transfer 
status offenders to the Crockett 
State School. 


"Because of the ... problems 


at Corsicana, alternatives are 
actively being explored. For 
fiscal year 1977 a program is 
now being designed at Crockett 
State School to program status 
offenders 
in 
a 
wilderness 


program 
similar 
to, 
but 


separate from, that designed 
for delinquent youth," Jackson 
said. 


STATESIDE, 
Jackson said 


the TYC hopes to divert up to 40 
per cent of juveniles committed 
to it into community treatment 
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programs by 1979. 


The TYC has been under 


pressure from federal courts to 
'.mpiernent 
community 


programs 
instead 
of 
in- 


stitutional care and is currently 
awaiting a final order from 
Judge William Wayne Justice of 
Tyler. 


Even though more juveniles 


will be diverted into the com- 
munity, the population at TYC 
institutions won't necessarily go 
down, Jackson said, because of 
the rapid increase in juvenile 
crime. 


"We see these institutions 


growing regardless of the fact 
that we're beginning to divert so 
many kids from our programs," 
Jackson 
said. 
The 
current 


budget is based on a population 
of 1,080, but between 1,200 and 
1,300 youths are under TYC 
rare. That "tttmrrtjer could go as 
high as 3,000 by 1979, Jackson 
said. 


Besides its problems with the 


courts, the 
TYC has also 


struggled with Governor Dolph 
Briscoe 
because 
Briscoe 


refused to release $2 million of 
special community treatment 
funds for 1976. 


Dr. Stan Pinder, TYC director 


of community services, 
said 


Thursday all $5 million ap- 
propriated for 1977 will be 
requested. No reaction has been 
received yet from the gover- 
nor's office, he said. "They're 
reviewing it now." 


Navarro

missioners have decided that 
the proposed bottoms 
road 


across Richland Creek is "too 
costly and virtually impossible" 
to build, according to a press 
release from County Judge Rob 
Dunn. 


Dunn does not say in the

Ballenger calls report an attack 


Says Civil Service paper an attempt 'to get back at me'

City Manager Dick Ballenger has 


called the annual report of the Civil 
Service Commission a "personal af- 
front to me and members of my staff. 
The statements made are unfair, un- 
founded and are strictly opinions." 


Ballenger said further that he con- 


siders the report an attempt "to get 
back at me" as the result of the phasing 
out of the local traffic safety program. 
Civil Service Director Guy Rushin is 
also Traffic Safety Director. 


It was not Rushin, but Civil Service 


Commission Chairman Dr. L. E. 
McGary Jr., who wrote the report 
which points out several areas where 
the city may be in violation of the law 
and alleges 
to possible 
misap- 


propriations of public funds. The Civil 
Service Commission adopted the report 
Friday. 


DR. MCGARY says he is referring to 


expenditures of amounts of money not 
listed specifically in the city budget as 
the misappropriation. 


As an example, he says that while the 


budget allows only $550 a month to pay 
police recruits during their six month 
probationery period, the city has paid 
up to $700 a month if the recruits have 
certificates and college credit. 


According to Dr. McGary, the 


recruits could be paid this latter figure 
if the city were to amend the budget 
ordinance, but that this has not been 
done. 


The lack of the authority to pay the 


higher salary constitutes the misap- 
propriation, Dr. McGary says. 


He says that a check by the Civil 


Service Commission indicates about 
$5,100 has been spent in this way during 
the last several years. 


SAYING THAT the Civil Service 


Commission report states the problem 


"maybe more strongly than desirable", 
Dr. McGary says that the commission 
has always found the city willing to 
correct errors when the commission 
has brought them to its attention. 


Calling the city "basically a clean 


operation," Dr. McGary says, though, 
that if taxpayers are expected to be 
accountable in paying their taxes, city 
management should be held ac- 
countable in making disbursements in 
accordance with its legal budget. 


Dr. McGary recommends in the 


report the adoption of a "managerial 
incentive program" as a method of 
dealing with the "recurring problem of 
managing public funds." 


In the strongest wording in the 


report, Dr. McGary says the incentive 
program "should take the form of 
either reward or penalty in order to 
either encourage compliance with those 
laws relating to public funds and-or th- 
wart illegal disbursements of those 
same funds. Further, when illegal 
disbursements are made, the program 
should be such so as to secure reim- 
bursement of the misappropriated 
public funds to the appropriate ac- 
counts from which they were disbur- 
sed." 


BRISTLING AT the charge of 


misappropriation 
public 
funds, 


Ballenger says flatly, "I haven't done 
anything wrong." 


Clarifying his position, Ballenger 


says "Funds have been expended in the 
manner they were set out (in the 
budget) to be expended. It's not a 
matter of misappropriation of public 
funds; it's a case of a disagreement on 
the utilization of the funds." 


In a written answer he presented to 


the city commission Tuesday af- 
ternoon, Ballenger said that Corsicana 
"is blessed with a competent city at- 
torney and an excellent firm of certified 
public accountants. These people are 


experts in their field, duly qualified to 
advise this office in the conduct of city 
affairs." 


IN HIS FORMAL reply to the Civil 


Service report, Ballenger says that one 
area of complaint involves the Civil 
Service Commission "commenting on 
procedure outside of its jurisdiction." 


At another point he questions why 


Rushin had not come to him with one of 
the alleged discrepancies, noting "I 
must depend on my subordinates to 
furnish 
accurate 
information or 


question information furnished." 


The Civil Service annual report notes 


that the Civil Service Commission 
determined that using Manpower 
employes in the 
fire 
and police 


departments is illegal and that the city 
subsequently phased out this practice. 


Ballenger agrees 
that "there is 


possible grounds for conflict in the state 
law (Civil Service) and federal 
guidelines (Manpower), but points out 
that "no one has ever challenged this 
utilizabion of Manpower except our own 
Civil Service Commission." 


Continuing that "There was no in- 


tended conflict with state 
law," 


Ballenger says he has "at the expense 
of the city of Corsicana," absorbed the 
Manpower employes into the regular 
budget and discontinued the practice of 
using Manpower employes in the two 
classified departments. 


MCGARY'S REPORT also questions 


paying probationary police officers 
salaries not in accordance with the 
budget. 


Ballenger replies that such recruits 


do not come under Civil Service for the 
first six months of their employment 
and that "common sense and normal 
business procedure" results in paying 
more qualified recruits more than 
people who come to the job with no 
experience or expertise. 


Because 
the Civil Service Com- 


mission does not have control of these 
employes until they have passed their 
probationary period, Ballenger says 
the commission is out of line in com- 
menting on the matter. 


The report contends that there is 


"evidence that various patrolmen are 
being paid different amounts for 
educational incentive pay which have 
not been verified for pay purposes." 


It is here that Ballenger questions 


why the matter was not brought to his 
attention by Rushin, who as Civil 
Service director, is "charged with the 
responsibility of maintaining duplicate 
files on each classified employe." 


BALLENGER SAYS that upon 


receipt of the Civil Service report, he 
checked with the man in charge of the 
law enforcement program at Baylor 
and found that all the college hours 
questioned by Dr. McGary are ac- 
cepted." 


The Civil Service report comments on 


its recent ruling that paying policemen 
and firemen for college credit and 
certification at the advanced and in- 
termediate levels violates state laws. 


Ballenger answers that the provision 


to pay for both forms of incentives was 
established 
during 
collective 


bargaining in 1974 and that collective 
bargaining 
agreements 
take 


precedence over Civil Service statutes. 


He adds that in forming the 1975-76 


budget the city agreed not to impose 
any pay reductions and that the 
"opinion of the attorneys present,, as I 
understood it, was that the contract 
then in effect should be morally, if not 
legally, binding for one year." 


Saying that he still has personal 


questions about the alleged violation, 
Ballenger says that since the city 
commission has agreed to quit paying 
for both forms of incentive, "I consider 
the matter closed."

Not time to break up oil companies

This column will surprise 


some of you who think of me, I 
hope, as a consumer advocate. 
That I am because consumers 
have been too long neglected in 
our national planning. 


In spite of that, today I would 


like to write about our national 
energy policy, but I can't do 
that because we really do not 
have a national energy policy 
worth the name. 


In spite of our pressing needs 


in that area, we are doing 
nothing to find or perfect new 
sources of energy and nothing to 
reduce our growing dependency 
upon the OPEC nations. They, 
of course, are holding us up just 
as we would be holding them up 
if the conditions were reversed. 
Neither the President nor the 
Congress has done anything 
constructive in that area. 


THE TRUTH IS that the two 


things they have done or have 
under consideration are steps in 
the wrong direction. The first 
was to reduce the depletion 
allowance, and some would 
hope to eliminate it entirely. 
Now I know the arguments used 
against 
the 
depletion 


allowance; in fact, I have used 
them 
myself 
"'hen cir- 


cumstances 
were 
different 


because on first reading they 
are a grand tax shelter for the 


big oil companies. 


Equally true, however, is the 


fact 
that when one 
needs 


something as badly as we need 
new sources of energy, we must 
have some incentives because 
oil wells do not drill themselves. 
So we reduced American in- 
centives just when we needed 
new sources of energy. 


Now before Congress and 


under strong consideration is 
something called divestiture, or 
in plain English, a plan to break 
up the 
big oil companies, 


especially the internationals, 
like Texaco. The whole plan is 
based upon the idea that bigness 
is bad, but like the old song 
proclaimed, 
"it 
ain't 


necessarily so." A big man, for 
example can play defensive 
tackle better than a small man 
can. 


THIS IS especially true when 


it comes to finding new sources 
of energy. Little companies 
simply can't do much about 
that. They do not have the 
means or the personnel. So 
when we break up the Texacos, 
the Humbles, the Gulfs, etc., we 
are simply depriving ourselves 
of the best means of discovering 
new sources of energy. This is 
true whether we are talking 
about new fields, refining shale, 
or developing nuclear energy. 
Little companies 
cannot do 


either one of these, and the big 
ones won't when we remove the 
incentives. 


A few days 
ago I was 


privileged to join the Rotary 
Club and TP&L officials in a 
trip to Fairfield to look over the 
new Big Brown facilities now in 
operation there. Now some of 


you have to be thinking that 
since I opposed their request for 
a price increase recently, I 
couldn't be happy with TP&L 
because it and its 
parent 


company, Texas Utilities, are 
so big. 


No, bigness had nothing to do 


with it. I am happy that they are 
big and powerful because we 
need that size and power. I 
simply thought that our con- 
sumers needed rate relief more 
than the company did; I still do. 


HOWEVER, 
THAT 
trip 


proved what I have been saying 
in this column. Bigness is not all 
bad. It took a Texas Utilities to 
build the Big Brown I saw at 
Fairfield. No small company 
could have done it. It took size 
and finances and know-how 
beyond the scope of small power 


companies. 


Likewise, it will require large 


companies 
to discover and 


perfect new sources of energy. 
There was a time when I also 
asked why give the big oil 
companies the tax shelters of 
the depletion allowance. Now, 
however, we need a national 
energy policy that will discover 
new sources of energy and 


quickly 
before 
the 
OPEC 


nations do us in. 


It may take tax incentives; it 


definitely will require large 
companies with know-how and 


finances. This is no time to be 
breaking up the only companies 
that might be able to do the job 
just for the fun of breaking them 
up.

The program, under the 


directorship of Al Goodwin, was 
so much of a success that he 
was 
selected 
"Outstanding 


Vocational Director of 1976 in 
Texas" 
by the 
Vocational 


Homemaking 
Teachers 


Association 
of Texas 
this 


summer. 


"A 
vocational 
program 


should complement the things 
students have learned and done 
academically. It should give an 
opportunity for a youngster to 
succeed in something by ex- 
posing him to the different types 
of work experiences," Goodwin 
said. 


"I feel that all of education 


deals with the individual by 
exposing 
him 
to 
different 


learning 
experiences," 


Goodwin added. 


Goodwin, who will receive his 


doctor's degree in vocational 
education and education ad- 
ministration from Texas A&M 
University in December, 
is 


responsible for heading up 13 
different areas of vocational 
education for 1,050 Corsicana 
students. 


These 
13 areas 
include: 


vocational 
agriculture, 


distributive 
education, 


vocational 
homemaking, 


vocational 
office 
education, 


industrial 
co-op 
training, 


welding, 
auto 
mechanics, 


cosmetology, agriculture co-op, 
homemaking co-op, coordinated 
vocational academic education 
(CVAE), construction trades, 
clothing 
services, 
farm 


mechanical 
repair, 
home 


community services, and farm 
and mechanical repair, and 
occupational orientation. 


The 
CVAE 
occupational 


orientation, 
and farm 
and 


mechanical repair classes are 
, located on the middle school 
campuses and the other classes 
are at the high school. 


Goodwin also works with a 


staff of 25 teachers who instruct 
the classes. 


Goodwin briefly described the 


13 areas and noted that each 
class offers something to all 
students. 


Vocational agriculture is the 


study of the farming operation 
of farm, cattle, sheep, and 
grasses. 


The vocational agriculture co- 


op class is open to juniors and 
seniors who get on the job 
training in their related field by 
working at feed stores, farms, 
ranches, and other agriculture 
related businesses, according to 
Goodwin. 


He related that juniors and 


seniors 
taking 
distributive 


education deal with retail sales 
and services. 


"They 
do 
studies 
in 


marketing, advertising sales, 
the techniques of display work, 
and credit procedures," he said. 


"Vocational office education 


is a program for senior boys and 
girls 
only. 
They 
learn 
everything there is to know 
about office operations and 
using business machines. These 
students work in downtown 
offices and at banks," he said. 


"Industrial 
cooperative 


training involves those trades 
that are industrial in nature. 
Some of our students work in 
the bakery, in local plants, and 
in printing businesses," he said. 


Three-two year classes at the 


high school in the vocational 
program are welding, auto 
mechanics, and cosmetology. 


Students in welding learn the 


basic skills, but students in auto 
mechanics 
do 
complete 


overhauls on cars, work oncar 
engines, transmission, 
wheel 


alignments, etc. 


Cosmetology is also a two 


year program. In this class, 
boys and girls learn the basics 
in hair care, styling, and 
hairdressing. 


Three classes at the high 


school are designed for family

family living.

David Helmer talks 
on Social Security 


David 
Helmer, 
Social 


Security Office manager here, 
discussed the Social Security 
Program at the noon luncheon 
of the Mid-Tex Life Underwriter 
Association held Friday at the 
Sizzlin' 
Sirloin 
Stockade 


Restaurant. 


He was introduced to the 


association by Neil Crawford. 
Robert E. Harper reported that 
Helmer recalled that Social 
Security was started in 1935 and 
based upon taxes paid in by 
taxpayers. 


It began as a retirement 


benefit, but later added benefits 
to include surviving dependent 
children and 
spouses of the 


deceased. 


Helmer told the association 


that Navarro County has $1 
million a month in benefits paid 
to its residents. 


He reported that this is three 


times more than what is paid 
into 
social 
security. 
The 


national average is 14 per cent. 


He pointed out that inflation 


and recession has caused a lot 
of concern, however there is a 
reserve built up for the trust 
fund that helps hold security 
benefits in place.

Number of traffic 
tickets and accidents on rise

The issuance of traffic tickets 


is going up in Navarro County 
and although the number of 
accidents had been on the 
downswing since the 55-mile- 
per-hour law went into effect in 
1974, the number of accidents 
seems to be on the rise again in 
1976. 


According to figures from the

months of 1976 there have been 
5,805 traffic tickets issued by

The total number of accidents 


steadily decreased from 1973 
through 1975, but according to 
figures for the first six months 
of 1976, accidents are on the 
rise. 


IN 1973 THERE were 335 


accidents worked in Navarro 
County. In 1974 there were 278 
and in 1975 there were 268. 
However, in the first six months 
of 1976 there have been 252 
accidents in Navarro County. 


Fatalities 
have 
fluctuated 


with 10 accidents causing 11 
deaths in 1973, 10 accidents 
causing 10 deaths in 1974, and 10 
accidents causing 13 deaths in 
1975. During the first six months 
of 1976 there have been nine 
persons killed in five accidents. 


The 
number 
of 
injuries 


decreased between 1973 and 
1975. There were 98 injuries in 
1973 and 72 injured in 1975. In 
1976 the injury rate seems to be 
on the rise with 70 persons in- 
jured in the first six months of 
the year. 


Sergeant J. F. Scott of the 


Highway Patrol, said the up- 
swing in the number of ac- 
cidents and fatalities in 1976 can 
be attributed to speed and 
disobeying traffic safety laws. 


"WHEN WE GOT voluntary 


compliance to the 55-mile-per- 
hour law, the accident rate went 
down," Scott said. "Now we are 
not 
getting 
the 
voluntary 


compliance and the accident 
rate is going back up," he ad- 
ded. 


Scott said that people are also 


not adjusting their speed to 
existing weather conditions and 
the volume of traffic.

"People were worried about 


an energy crisis and complied 
with the law," Scott said. "They 
aren't worried about the energy 
crisis anymore," he added. 


Scott said he does not see the 


speed limit ever returning to 70- 
miles-per-hour. He said that 
records have shown when speed 
is regulated at 55-mile-per-hour, 
the accident rate goes down. 


SCOTT SAID following a car 


too closely and changing lanes 
recklessly are also factors in 
the increase in accidents. 


Figures show that although 


the accident rate is going up 
statewide, the accident rate is 
still well below that of the days 
of the 70-mile-per-hour speed 
limit, Scott said. 


Also, there are many factors 


involving the greater number of 
tickets issued in 1976, the main 
one being the highway patrol's 
budget. 


Scott said that from Sep- 


tember, 1975, through August, 
1975, the department was short 
of funds, and his department 
had to curtail running as many 
patrols as they would have 
liked. 


He said beginning in Sep- 


tember, 1975, however, the new 
budget year provided him with 
enough funds to allow more 
patrols. This, he said, was the 
main reason behind the in- 
crease in the number of tickets 
issued. 


Scott said that 1975 was also 


the first year of the citizens 
band radio craze and that this 
might have also had something 
to do with the fewer number of 
tickets written in 1975. 


The Highway Patrol office in 


Corsicana covers Navarro and 
Henderson Counties. There are 
eight patrolmen in Corsicana 
and six stationed in Athens. The 
number one priority is 145, 
Scott said. 


Interstate Highway 45 has 


been 
called 
the 
heaviest 


traveled and the fastest high- 
way in Texas by the Highway 
Department, Scott said. "Most 
of the accidents we work occur 
on 1-45," he added.

Sergeant J. F. Scott of the Highway Patrol 


said that the use of the CB to spot an en- 
forcement personnel definitely hinders law 
enforcement, particularly the enforcement of 
speed laws. 


Highway Patrol Cars in Navarro County 


have CB radios to allow troopers to know 
when they have been spotted and their 
location is being broadcast. The radios were 
provided by the county and are also used to 
allow citizens to contact a patrol car in an 
emergency over the emergency channel, 
nine. 


Scott said that his men rarely talk over 


their CB radios. Scott said that a statewide 
rumor that highway patrolmen are sending 
out all clear signals 
to trap speeding 


motorists is not true in Navarro County. 


Scott said that the use of the new mobile 


radar units helps thwart smokey reports 
because the patrol cars are moving with the 
traffic. He said previously patrol cars had to 
be stationary to use radar and could be 
spotted easily and their position reported. 


Scott said that there have been a few ac- 


cidents in Navarro County in which a CB 
operator became so involved in talking on his 
radio that he drove into the back of another 
car or sideswiped a vehicle. 


"Anything that distracts your attention 


while you are driving is dangerous," Scott 
said. Scott said that anyone talking on a radio 
isn't directing his full concentration on 
driving.
